Speech On Japan 
Given At Luncheon 
By Commissioner 


ISCUSSING the trade commis- 
sioner in Japan, with par- 
‘ticular reference to the city of 
Tokio and the characteristics of 
the Japanese people. Mr. James 
P, Manion, trade commissioner in 
Japan since 1932, delivered a 
luncheon address to the  Com- 
- mercial Undergraduate Society, at 
- a meeting held yesterday in the 
+ Grill of the Union. 

Mr. Manion opened his speech 
by outlining the functions of the 
Japanese Trade Commission which 
consists of thirty-five offices. 
Each office has a commission and 
a sub-commissioner: or deputy. It 
is extremely difficult for them to 
sell thelr manufactured goods: be-- 
cause of tariffs, quotas, especially 

. in France, and also because they 
have not used Canadian Co auce 
before. 

The speaker then turned from a 
discussion of the Junior Trade: 
Commission to a general talk on 
Japan. Since the last earthquake 
many impressive buildings and 
beautiful boulevards have beer.
